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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert Baldwin '1 95 fails to wholly 
satisfy Applicant's claims regarding the operation of the hand-held device. Specifically, Applicants assert Baldwin's hand-held device does 
not receive a preventive maintenenance instruction from the printer itself, but rather a maintenance workstation. In response, Examiner 
asserts the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is 
what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 
208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ). Examiner asserts that Yamashita '009 discloses (Fig. 1 ) receiving preventive maintenance information 
directly from a printer and transmitting this information to a host device for printer management. Baldwin's analogue to Yamashita's host 
device is Baldwin's maintenance terminal 32, which is seen to transmit display information to the hand-held terminal used in servicing 
peripheral printer devices (Baldwin; Abstract). Further, Applicants assert Examiner's cited text of Yamashita et al. fails to disclose 
preventive maintenance, but rather replacement maintenance required when a component has been used beyond its lifetime. In response, 
Exmainer asserts that replacement of a component before such component fails can be considered preventive maintenance. Further, 
throughout the specification Yamashita et al. refer to a "PM" call, which is understood to be an acronym for the term "preventive 
maintenance".
